The  Redbird  cagers  under  the  capable  guidance 
of  coaches  Gordon  Stauffer  and  Myron  Dickerson 
completed  one  of  their  most  successful  seasons  in 
recent  years.  After  early  season  difficulties,  the  Red- 
birds  embarked  on  a  ten-gome  winning  streak.  In- 
cluded in  this  streak  were  victories  over  Desoto, 
Harrison,  and  Yorktown,  which  enabled  the  Redbirds 
to  win  the  county  tournament.
